This true 
every phase human life. not 
talking, you undoubtedly see, about 
the favorite the physical world 
atom bombs, hydrogen bombs, jet air- 
planes, guided missiles. talking 
about the moral and spiritual world 
which live. 

And this tragic world, almost spirit- 
ually desolate, what the ordinary result 
many, higher education: mixed 
with the good some sentimental bosh about 
international affairs based verbal but 
unrealistic faith the brotherhood 
man; more panaceas about world gov- 
ernment facilitating the possibility the 
communization the world; and verbal 
acrobatics that are illustrative Talley- 
rand’s statement that language was made 
conceal rather than express thoughts. 
live moral and spiritual vac- 
uum, and our good intentions are thus 
vacuum packed, ultimately serving good 
paving blocks warmer clime. 
deeper and fuller sense than when Matthew 
Arnold expressed the thought Dover 
Beach, true today: 


for the world which seems 

lie before like land dreams 
various, beautiful, new 
Hath really neither joy, nor love, nor light 
Nor certitude, nor peace, nor help for pain; 
Swept with confused alarms struggle and 

flight 
‘Where ignorant armies clash night. 


The World Lost 1914 


And what the world which often 
wistfully look back which all be- 
lieved before that dreadful August day 
1914. was world faith and good

country, faith nations. was not 
world fears, nor suspicion, nor vetoes.

Inferno, the cocktail lounge 
the innocuous preoccupation with Great 
Books ordinarily followed adult edu- 
cation. get lost machinery; was 
Matthew Arnold’s generation ours, 
however now raised atomic degree: 


Faith machinery our besetting sin, often 
machinery most absurdly disproportioned the 
end, which this machinery, any 
good all, serve but always machinery 
had value and for itself.

The student himself must not get 
lost the machinery many teachers 
and administrators have been. con- 
tinue pour knowledge information 
words into empty vessel the old 
educationists said, write tabula 
rasa, have students regurgitate what 
teachers want, memorize textbooks 
teachers’ notes textbooks, then there 
will education, matter how

clutter the campus. 

Nor while these subjects should 
neglect point out the continuing re- 
sponsibility for the religious, moral, and 
social education children and young 
people the part parents. Educational 
institutions are conservative institutions 
and are generally averse change. Parents 
are potentially the most vital force 
making educational changes and the force 
dissipated because they think their job 
ended when they send their youth 
school college. the Catholic view 
life there more foolish and injurious 
notion. Theirs inescapable responsi- 
bility and all that teachers schools 
all kinds act “loco parentis.” 


Local Government and 
World Government 


The change politics reverse the 
trends our contemporary chaotic politi- 
cal world will center around the conception 
centralization. The old notion 
American government with its emphasis 
local government with the long mem- 
ories the New England town meeting 
and the Anglo Saxon hundred now al- 
most antiquarian. Perhaps even antedilu- 
vian. naive formal logic have 
built the concept wider and wider 
centralization power. First state aids, 
then federal aids and now Marshall plans 
and European economic aids. have 
watched the amazing development cen- 
government the evils 
totalitarianism. the extent that there 
genuine emergency, particularly 
foreign aids, there may temporary 
justification but only temporary justifica- 
tion. While bureaucracy naturally seeks 
power and continually pushing the area 
its influence and tightening its hold, the 
responsibility means always with 
the government officials, but the fault, 
Shakespeare’s language, “with ourselves 
that are underlings” greedy, self- 
seeking, and without that vision for which 
people perish. Time does 
elaboration this point, but summary 
quotation will illustrate it. Here 
description ourselves: 

Doctors howl about socialized medicine, but 
say give money for medical schools. Business 
men howl about free enterprise, but rush the 
government for aid the slightest provocation. 
Farmers protest, too, but want price supports. 
Labor likewise protests but wants government 
pensions, guaranteed annual 
wages, and other things. None the social 
groups live higher faith that them 
rather than their greed. need all groups 
men like Governor Lee Utah. 

Another thing that need point 
out the development this thesis 
centralization the carrying beyond 
the federal government into world affairs.

Alert 

But the attacks now being waged against 
Catholic education are organized and most 
vigorous. The recent Congressional clashes 
over the Barden and other federal-aid-to- 
education bills are evidence enough 
this. organized campaign must met 
active, organized defense. For the 
teacher merely perform her day-to-day 
job not enough. 

For the most part this organized de- 


fense has been carried the American 
Hierarchy, the National Council Catho- 
lic Men, the Knights Columbus, and 
similar Catholic lay groups. They have 
the time, the prestige, and financing 
carry national campaign. 

They have given testimony before Con- 
gressional committees, written and distrib- 
uted pamphlets, arranged for talks over 
nationwide radio networks, and generally 
made effort reach national audi- 
ence. How effective this effort has been 
upon the mind the individual American 
far difficult predict. 

Even this national activity were 
stepped up, doubtful the results 
would withstand the 
current attacks. any case, too 
dangerous gamble take, anything 
additional can done which will insure 
greater support for the private educa- 
tional system this country. 


Good Neighbor 


Despite these efforts the national 
level, what the individual Americans think 
the Catholic school system generally 
based what they think the Catholic 
school their own community. The idea 
Catholic education such abstract 
and seemingly miles away from reality, 
while the Catholic school their neigh- 
borhood, the one which their neighbors 
send their children, something very real 
and close them and their thinking. 

And because America democracy 
the public opinion the majority, 
what the individual American thinks his 
neighborhood Catholic school 
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important. The majority public opinion 
America made the millions 
individual opinions across the nation. 
That’s why, the Catholic teacher be- 
lieves the necessity Catholic school, 
she has the obligation today doing 
more than merely doing good job 
her classroom. She must concerned 
about —and something directly in- 
fluence the opinion held every mem- 
ber the community which her school 
located. She must feel responsible for 
the attitude her neighbors hold concerning 
the quality and rights Catholic schools, 
teachers, and students. 


Your Public Relations 


Being concerned about what others 
the public—thinks about you and or- 
ganizing your efforts that they may 
understand you better and properly evalu- 
ate your efforts, generally termed “pub- 
lic relations.” The term somewhat new, 
but the activity knowing your neighbors 
and getting along with them isn’t. It’s 
just that society has continued become 
more and more complicated until now 
organized effort frequently needed 
maintain good relationships with all the 

such, the Catholic school has many 
various groups the public with which 
any organization individual comes into 
contact. 
these publics, the pro- 
fessionals calls them which meets 
one way another. They are Catholic 
students, parents, alumni, non-Catholics, 
public school students and officials, busi- 
ness and political leaders, and many others. 
What each member each these groups 
thinks about the Catholic school his 
community, adds what the majority 
opinion toward Catholic education will 
the United States. 


Get Acquainted 

Normally the parochial school, the 
centralized Catholic high school, and the 
Catholic college have taken proper care 
relationships with Catholic students 
and parents. Most Catholic high schools 
and many grade schools have organized 
parent clubs, alumni groups, and similar 
booster organizations. While true that 
efforts along these lines could 
creased, the currently critical need for 
increased attention Catholic schools 
toward the non-Catholic members the 
communities which their Catholic 
school located. After all, America 
the majority vote rules and, far, Catho- 
lics compose only minority the total 
population. 

each Catholic school and Catho- 
lic teacher made special effort improve 
the opinions held these non- 
Catholics, tremendous change could 
made the future status Catholic 
education America. Since they have 
Catholic teachers will take the initiative 
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building these good relationships with 
their non-Catholic neighbors. How can 
they this? 

Good public relations have frequently 
been described “doing good job and 
getting credit for it.” Translated into terms 
the Catholic school, means performing 
good job education and then making 
certain that all members your com- 
munity especially here, the non- 
Catholic know about and 
are moved co-operate willingly with 


you. 
What 


Because each Catholic school different 
and operates different community, 
its particular public relations program will 
different. Several general considerations 
and the successful experiences others, 
however, may give the Catholic teacher 
some guides before she embarks upon 
new community relations program. 

The establishment community re- 
lations program generally follows this 
order: First, the teacher analyzes the 
school and its community. What opinions 
the non-Catholics have her school? 
Have they ever been inside it? 


they know why Catholics insist their 


own system? 

Next the teacher devises program 
action which will counteract some the 
bad attitudes false opinions she dis- 
covered her analysis. This may call 
for initiating some activity which both 
Catholic and non-Catholic students partici- 
pate; may require “open house” for 
public school teachers, city officials, and 
public leaders; may call for intensive 
publicity program that utilizes all local 
newspapers and radio stations; may 
call simply for encouraging her students 
enter such competitions the American 
Legion essay contest the Elks scholar- 
ship competition. 

After the program has been decided, 
the teacher puts into action, soliciting 
the necessary support her students, fel- 
low teachers, and clergy. wise precaution, 
after the program has been operation 
for several months make survey

careful analysis determine the effect- 
iveness the program. the 
results are not forthcoming some revision 
the program may needed. 

previous article (“Let the Public 
Know Your School,” 
Sept., 1950) Sister Bernice 
explained detail the organization and 
operation good school publicity pro. 
gram. The press and radio are among the 
most effective means 
minds non-Catholics. Every Catholic 
grade school, high school, 
should initiate standard procedure 
insure the secular and religious press 
steady flow competently written and 
timely news stories about the school’s im- 
portant activities the year. 

But addition this organized pub- 
licity method, Catholic teachers must 
more give non-Catholics true and full 
picture what Catholic education and 
can democracy. One the most effective 
ways doing this through personal 
contact. 


Co-operation With Neighbors 


Co-operation with non-Catholic schools 
various educational recreational 
activities which Catholic students meet 
and even compete with non-Catholic stu- 
dents offers excellent opportunity for 
this contact. While such programs 
joint activities generally are the 
bility school administrators, the teacher 
often can stimulate the initiating such 
program, and certainly her co-operation 
and enthusiasm are necessary the pro- 
gram bear any good results. 

While attempts Catholic schools 
initiate programs co-operation with 
non-Catholic schools have been meager 
the past, some Catholic schools have 
devised programs which might imitated. 
many cases, the events sponsored pro- 
vided the first opportunity 
Catholic students, teachers, 
had coming inside Catholic school. 
Silly may seem, many non-Catholics 
are highly suspicious Catholic schools 
and imagine all sorts fantastic things 
about the courses taught them. isn’t 
until they get inside Catholic school, 
see its equipment, and witness the 


formance its students that they begin 


appreciate the Catholic school effort. 

This last spring, Aquinas High School, 
Crosse, Wis., was host 
high school science meeting which was 
attended representatives from eight 
public high schools and two Catholic high 
schools that area. Faculty and students 
mingled together and learned from each 
other, and the Sisters Aquinas High 
School report that feeling mutual re- 
spect and co-operation resulted. 


Friendly Competition

Fontbonne College, St. Louis, Mo., 
likewise sponsors instrumental and 
vocal musical festival for all Catholic and 
public high school students the St. 
Louis area. Both report increased good 
relationship between public 
schools. Mutual scholastic and athletic 
interests overcome prejudice. 


Affairs 


Green Bay, Wis., the one Catholic 
high school and the two public high 
schools join forces each year stage 
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one-day city government operated high 
school students. The students meet the 
various schools, nominate candidates, and 
elect officers, imitating their elders. Father 
Richard Mulroy, O.Praem., principal 
Green Bay Catholic High School, one 
the originators the plan. 

Upper Michigan, the students all 
the Catholic and public high schools 
Marquette, Ishpeming, and Negaunee have 
been organized into tri-city student 
council which meets regularly discuss 
and act upon student teen-ager 
problems.

Christopher Columbus, and the reasons 
that are said have prompted his voy- 
ages the new world. 

Newscaster Edwin Hill, commenting, 
June 12, 1950, the present scarcity 
pepper and the cause jt, recalled 
that Columbus was search this 
seasoning when set out from Spain for 
Asia 1492. 

sure, our history books assert 
that the Grand Admiral sought, among 
other things, spices more valuable than 
gold silk, but found new world. 

Thus did this Genoese weaver and 
sailor—this lonely figure history 
become, forever unknown himself, the 
gallant discoverer America. 

Yes, historians often have recorded 
Columbus’ supposedly singleness mis- 
sion, namely, discover and develop 
new riches for Ferdinand and Isabella’s 
Spanish treasury. But what purely mate- 
rialistic reason give! 

Hidden ancient documents are the 
more sacred motives which stirred him 
venture across forbidden seas; first, 
convert the heathen and secondly, ulti- 
mately provide funds for freeing the 
Holy Sepulcher Jerusalem. 

vowed give all his profits 
obtained for this worthy purpose. this 
score Washington Irving testified, “The 
recovery the Holy Sepulcher was the 
leading object his ambition, meditated 
upon throughout the rest his life and 
solemnly provided for his will.” 

Columbus brought the new world re- 
ligious faith and released the old, 
America’s riches and commerce. Fearlessly, 
and with perseverance, 
braved the horrors unchartered seas 
erder fulfill his mission. 

Herman Kesten, his book Ferdinand 
and Isabella (1946), said Columbus “per- 
sonified the eternal tragedy the seeker 
for truth, the man thought and 
vision conflict with the inertia and hos- 
tility his world.” 

Born near the great and busy 
seaport Genoa, probably 1446, the 
Italian boy Cristoforo Colombo went 
sea early age. About 1477, set- 
tled Lisbon where married and had 
son, Diego. 


Every school child knows that, with 
three ships, sailed the ocean blue 
1492, attempt find new route 
India. They even know the vessel’s 
names, although they don’t realize they 
were mere tugboats size. Fewer people 
that Christopher made total 
four voyages, that had another son, 
Fernando (Ferdinand), and that had 
two brothers, Bartholomew and Diego. 

Having failed convince the king 
Portugal that the earth was round and 
that Asia could reached sailing due 
west, went Spain about 1484 try 
his luck with King Ferdinand and Queen 
Isabella. 

But many times his proposals were 
rejected before their royal highnesses 
agreed, April 17, 1492, outfit for 
him three vessels. 

Picture Columbus boarding his flagship, 
the Santa Maria, itself dedicated the 
Mother God, that fateful morning 
August 1492, only after receiving 
the Holy Eucharist for safe and success- 
ful voyage. 

The mainsail his ship bore the em- 
blem man’s salvation—the 
red cross cloud white. ordered 
his pilot, Juan Cosa, spread the 
Maria’s sails “in the name Jesus 
Christ.” 

The Nina was captained Vicente 
Yanez Pinzon, and Martin Alonso Pinzon, 
his older brother, commanded the Pinta. 
Another brother, Francisco Martin Pinzon, 
was master the Pinta under Martin 
Alonso. The embarkation port was Palos, 
birthplace the Pinzon navigators. 

The island that they sighted days 
later was Guanahani, one the Bahamas. 
Renamed San Salvador Columbus, 
now generally identified with Watlings 
Island. 

sidelight this first voyage that, 
the return trip, the Pinta, with Martin 
and Francisco Pinzon, became separated 
from Columbus during storm but never- 
theless reached Palos the same day, 
March 15, 1493. 


Second Voyage More Ambitious 


Columbus took ships and 1500 men 
the second voyage, beginning Septem- 
ber 25, 1493. the behest Queen 
Isabella, Father Juan accompanied this 
second voyage consecrate the new con- 
tinent God and Church. celebrated 
the first Mass the new world, November 
1493. Columbus’ settlement

island Haiti, founded this voyage, 
was probably the first European town 
the New World. 

His third voyage, which started from 
Spain, May 30, 1498, was notable for the 
discovery Trinidad (July 31, 1498), 
well land the mouth the Orinoco 
river, August 1498. This latter was 
probably the first discovery the main- 
land South America. 

the case the second voyage, 
however, this one was likewise abruptly 
terminated because false charges and 
complaints back home. Only this time 
and his brothers, who accompanied him, 
were returned chains royal com- 
missioner sent after them the instance 
Columbus’ opponents! 

Although released Spain, could 
not obtain reinstatement his honors and 
dignities. Nevertheless, left fourth 
voyage, March 1502. That year 
discovered Honduras. Next, coasted 
down the Isthmus Panama, seeking 
western passage apparent effort 
sail around the world. There being 
passage, returned Jamaica and, after 
many difficulties there, went Spain, 
arriving, November 1504. 

Upon this final return Spain, again 
failed regain his former honorable and 
dignified status. died poverty and 
neglect, though not chains, Vallado- 
lid, May 21, 1506, still believing 
had discovered the coast Asia. 

Christopher Christ bearer Colum- 
bus exemplified well his name. him 
has been said, “His mind reached the 
borders genius, his soul the depths 
pain, his heart the heights courage.”

The content the curriculum health 
and safety education for these grades changes 
very little, since the health program 
essentially concerned with building proper 
attitudes and habits; and safety education 
regards the ways which this health can 
protected and preserved. 

Health education lays the physical founda- 
tion for happiness emphasizing (1) good 
nutrition; (2) freedom 
(3) correction physical impairments; (4) 
prevention disease; (5) sound mental 
health; (6) clean, safe, healthful school, 
home, and community. 

Let try point the practical appli- 
cations the classroom the six factors 
emphasized laying the foundations for 
healthful and safe living. 


Good Nutrition 


Perhaps many can repeat look 
upon our children what Caesar said when 
looked Cassius, “that lean and hungry 
look!” How many have before 
“breakfastless” children each morning chil- 
dren who are not necessarily from “across 
the tracks.” slow child often poorly 
nourished child. must stress the necessity 
solid breakfast support good day’s 
work. This factor “breakfast education” 
neglected frequently the parents. The 
child witnesses the father taking his coffee 
one hand and his hat the other; mother 
with the percolator one hand, while the 
other holds the door ajar; the road cleared 
for father’s marathon the commuter’s 
special. The child poorer parents fre- 
quently finds himself alone for breakfast, 
father night shift, mother day 
shift. Proper food habits should practically 
taught. we, teachers, point the use 
various soft drinks coal-tar sources? 
illustrate with charts the value balanced 
diet and foods essential for health. Are 
mindful how large part the “hot dog” and 
the “cheeseburger” the “hamburger” play 
the daily diet our children? Seventh- 
and eighth-grade children can impressed 
with the need for will power choose 
between acid reactions, stomach disorders, 
and the like, caused improper diet; and 
the healthy, ruddy, socially accepted glow 
the athlete who chooses well his diet. Adoles- 
cents are susceptible the appeal good 
appearance and good looks; clear, ruddy 
skin provides ample evidence good health.

The high pressure salesmanship 
and successful business advertising, the blatant 
blasts and hawking tones that are occasionally 
interrupted the musical programs our 
radios, all stress the magic certain pills, 
plasters, temporary painkillers, and vitamins. 
Our children listen these fabulous state- 
ments, and for point out that, 
while vitamins are excellent, they are 
substitute for solid well-chosen meals. “One 
the best arguments for getting the vitamins 
from the natural foods that contain them 
the fact that cannot presume that all 
the necessary vitamins have yet been dis- 
covered. Therefore get the unknown 
with the known when eat the foods that 
contain them.

Health Problems 


Freedom from overfatigue, correction 
physical impairments, prevention disease 
are all important for sound health. Are 
frequently unmindful the possibility 
fatigue occurring among our children? There 
are many factors today that produce this 
condition. Poor posture will produce unneces- 
sary fatigue. Careful surveys public schools 
have revealed that from per cent 
the pupils have postural defects, and 
experts have estimated that per cent 
the adult population have some type 
faulty posture. our pupils slump their 
seats the greater part the day? they 
shift from one foot the perhaps, 
rest part their bodies the seat when 
you call them for recitation? they 
glide along the wall banisters, help 
the pillars support the school, instead 
standing erect and alert? permit them 
“drape” themselves around their books 
when reading, although we, teachers, know 
the proper habits formed? What per- 
centage work can you achieve when 
fatigue, lassitude, weariness, and nervous ir- 
ritability constantly disturb any serious pur- 
pose the pupil might have? The causes for 
most fatigue lie outside the school, but 
can, very practical way, incite seventh- 
and eighth-grade boys and girls see and 
understand these causative factors. our-

Vision defects are 
often unrecognized this level. they have 
been diagnosed, the problem becomes one 
getting the pupil wear the glasses pre- 
scribed. More serious however, are the hear- 
ing handicaps. Deafness one ear easily 
overlooked even the child. Many children 
have chronic yet undiscovered disorders and 
defects which impair their hearing. Often 
they react slowly and are considered dull 
lazy simply because they have missed the 
point through hearing defect. How often 
the common cold leaves aftereffects the 
auditory passages? study made the 
“Relation Undiscovered Disregarded 
Physical Handicaps Learning” find that 
among the children who were failing, 
per cent showed defects the eye and 28.6 
per cent those studied suffered from hear- 
ing Hearing conservation still lags 
far behind sight conservation. The develop- 
ment audiometer testing program should 
encouraged every parochial 

Seldom give thought our daily 
health program the feet. Yet them can 
traced very often the lowered resistance, 
nervous disorders, poor posture, internal 
difficulties, and lassitude our children. 
Minor defects may pass unrecognized and 
yet cut down the child’s efficiency causing 
him tire more rapidly. orthopedist said 
that we, teachers, could thoroughly 
discourage the wearing 
“loafers,” and our 
girls shall have made very lasting con- 
tribution the future well-being the 
women America.

And else- 
where the painting, apparently though 
such sight were nothing new extraordinary 
them, few idle passers-by are placidly 
contemplating this scene. 

Writing the second century before Christ, 
Plautus describes the state Roman corporal 
punishment: “For the first twenty years 
his life, the boy always under the eye 
his pedagogue. If, while seated beside his 
teacher, the pupil misses syllable the 
reading, his skin soon takes all the 
the master’s toga.” However, times the 
pupil retaliated and returned blow for 
The same Plautus tells that if, his day, 
the master should attempt discipline 
child under seven years age, the latter 
might well retaliate breaking the writing 
tablet over the teacher’s head. (Let not 
forget that the pedagogue was generally 
slave.) And should the master, 
swathed bandages, dare complain the

“He who loves much, chastises 
one the Church’s much repeated precepts 
from the Book Wisdom. Several saints, 
among whom are John Chrysostom, Augustine, 
Pachomius, Benedict, Isidore, Fortunatus, and 
Columban, have encouraged the use cor- 
poral punishment dealing with unreasonable 
children. his epistles, St. Jerome relates 
that had been chastised for his occasional 
inattentiveness during class. “Like the other 
lads school, studied lessons; and like 
them also, recall having winced under the 
sting the ferule.” And listen also St. 
Augustine’s prayer: God, used 
beg You the one favor desired, that 
would not beaten any more school. 
And when, for own good, You did not 
heed prayer, everyone, including par- 
ents, who loved dearly, would make light 
the beating had received. Indeed, should 
have learned nothing, had not someone cor- 

When corporal punishment with the hand 
was outlawed monasteries, the rod, the 
whip, the lash, etc., became the common 
means inflicting punishment. Cluny, the 
master charged with the supervision the 
rising and retiring the students, was ex- 
pected hold the candle his left hand 
and the instrument punishment his right. 
Woe him who was slow rising; quickly 
would such one feel the rod upon his back. 
Also, toward the end the ninth century, 
one could still see and venerate the whip 
which Pope Gregory used when instructed 
the members his choir. This led St. Colum- 
blows and what tortures are needed 
make musician.” 

Although the use corporal punishment 
was complete agreement with the spirit 
the times, complaints were occasionally voiced 
against its abuse. For example, the elev- 
enth century, cleric, discussing with St.

Manageable. seems that never stop 
beating them.” “And when they get older,” 
asked the Saint, “what they become?” 
“Stupid and idiotic,” was the reply. “Oh,” ex- 
the Saint, “what wonderful system 
education that which changes men into 
beasts.” The Saint continued, “If you should 
tree your garden and hamper 
its growth that its branches would become 
bent and twisted, whose fault would but

You would lot special, common- 
sense things you knew fire was its way 
your school. 


Seven School Fires Day 


Fire may never come near you— but you 
can’t sure. The national statistics offer 
basis for complacency. They show, for ex- 
ample, that there are average seven 
school fires day. And know that nearly 
one third the 10,000 persons who die 
result fires this country each year are 
under years age. 

Fire real threat every educator. 
the teacher the Catholic school whose rela- 
tionship his her pupils perhaps closer 
than that the average instructor, fire safety 
has very specific significance. 

Within matter moments fire can destroy 
the value years research books, works 
art, precision instruments, modern labora- 
tories, and irreplaceable equipment. one 
wants lose time and valuable property, not 
mention human lives, fire which could 
have been prevented proper safeguards had 
been installed.

Fire safety does not necessarily involve con- 
siderable expense. does require intelligent 
thought and action before the fire. 


Precautions 


Fire resistive construction desirable for 
all school buildings, but the use building 
materials that will not burn does not protect 
against the burning combustible contents. 
all cases, the school design should such 
minimize the spread fire from its 
point origin. The use highly combustible 
wallboard other quick-burning interior finish 
inadvisable for the utmost fire safety. 
Most important the protection stair 
shafts that fire the basement lower 
floors will not spread upper stories. 

least two safe means escape from any 
one area should provided, that case 
fire starts near one exit, will pos- 
sible escape alternate route. Exits 
should remote from each other two stair- 
ways leading single street floor area may 
both blocked the same fire. Outside fire 
escapes best are limited value and serve 
only correct exit deficiencies, outmoded 
buildings. further insure the highest degree 
fire safety, approved fire extinguishers 
should stationed the halls for use time 
emergency. 


Check Hazards 


Boiler rooms, laboratories, manual training 
and domestic science rooms, carpenter and 
paint shops and other rooms having more than 
the ordinary hazard should arranged 
minimize the danger fires spreading from 
one area another. School shops not have 
bad record far fires go— only about 
per cent school fires originate shops 
but there always room for improvement. 

Part the training which given the 
school shop should include instruction the 
control fire and fire hazards. Instructors 
can prepare charts like the following which 
the kinds material various types 
fires and the agents which can control them.

Your .Fire Alarm 


Some form fire alarm system essential 
that all occupants the school can 
informed immediately case fire. The 
usual arrangement electrically operated 
hand alarm system, with conveniently arranged 
sending stations, loud enough heard 
all parts the building. smaller schools, 
hand-operated gong may sufficient. 


Exit Drills 


Pupils and teachers alike are familiar with 
“fire drills.” However, the Building Exits 
Code specifies rather than “fire 
drills” emphasize the fact that the objective 
get the children out the building safely, 
and that fire-fighting activities should never 
emphasis should placed upon orderly con- 
trolled exit rather than speed alone. Drill pro- 
cedures should flexible enough that they 
can meet any emergency. For example, should 
fire occur near main exit, the children

Good Housekeeping 


Good housekeeping and proper maintenance 
equipment all kinds are important factors 
the fire safety any school. This includes 
all kinds unnecessary com- 
bustible materials from every part the 
building, particularly from attics, basements, 
and inaccessible storage spaces. 

All types mechanical and electrical equip- 
ment must properly maintained minimize 
fire hazards. Extinguishers must recharged 
periodically according manufacturers’ in- 
structions, and alarm systems checked 
regular intervals. 


Constant Vigilance 


Constant vigilance fire’s greatest foe. 
Teachers should never become apathetic about 
the threat fire, matter how remote may 
seem. 

Several years ago teacher Lemoyne, 
Pa., noticed that the ventilator opening her 
classroom was uncomfortably warm her 
touch. Quietly she told her students leave 
the building, while she turned the alarm. 
Fifteen minutes later, flames roared through 
the school, the roof collapsed. Because the 
teacher’s quick thinking and 
the situation the pupils escaped from the 
building without mishap. 

Fortunately, the loss life school fires 
has diminished through the years, 
marily increased awareness hazards, use 
fire-resistant materials, installation ap- 
proved fire extinguishers, and adoption 
more and better exits and instruction fire 
safety. Too often, however, fire consciousness 
comes only the result disaster. 

Education must on, but cannot pro- 
gress long there are fire hazards lurking 
school areas. Children are required law 
attend school, reasonable then, that 
society should provide for their protection 
against fire hazards guarantee their safety. 
Are the children your school really safe?

That, you observe, term endearment, not 
one address. you ever get that low, what’s-the-use feeling? 
you ever feel like fifth wheel, just worried growth the 
skin humanity? Then, for down and gaze upon 
the teacher who also the publications adviser. 

Not that she’s looking for sympathy. Having learned long ago 
that sympathy not expendable, she doesn’t waste any time look- 
ing for it. But many time she has consumed the dregs the cup 
school life. 

Why? Because she concerned about her publications’ doing good 
for those who, she finds, use them only another source enter- 
tainment world where everything already subject that 
elemental urge. Also, because she does not blind herself the fact 
that even her fellow teachers little more than skim the sheet 
from different motive, course. you doubt, listen her answer 
ceaseless about something that has already been published 
and disregarded. Watch her clamp her teeth shut for moment before 
she answers, “Yes, surely can use anything you have. Just send 
along.” For she knows that deadlines hold-no terrors for the un- 
initiated, they probably won’t produce all. 

What about it? well-trained staff not entirely the answer. 
the primary one, and any adviser who does not strive motivate 
her staff produce school paper which commands interest 
obviously failing her duty. 

But maintain that any adviser and staff can only their best 
and someone must take from there. reluctantly but firmly 
nominate the classroom teacher. Without question, most teachers 
labor under almost impossible schedules, particularly parochial 
high schools. this yet another burden?

Think the time 
saved, the useless questions avoided; the security and organizational 
helps which are being missed all not read the schoolpaper 
carefully.

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Writing Original Ballads 
Junior High School

recognized fact that originality 
students can cultivated. Teachers have, 
therefore, long been aware the possibilities 
developing the imaginative powers their 
students through the various phases written 
composition. the realm creative verse, 
however, such exclamations as, “My class 
write poetry?” are not uncommon the lips 
elementary school teachers. Often teachers 
have misconceptions regarding creative verse 
writing and, result, they greatly under- 
estimate their pupils’ poetic abilities. 

Creative verse writing can sometimes 
“caught” from the least, the 
desire and enthusiasm for may contagious. 
Yet, some extent, verse writing can and 
should taught. When some real experience 
has entered into child’s life, very likely 
that will feel impulse tell story 
about it. important recognize such 
story the initial manifestation desire 
express, create. Similarly, when good 
story has been presented child, not 
unlikely that will enjoy the experience 
making his own writing verse form. 

The following lesson plan shows some the 
possibilities for developing appreciation 
creative verse writing and stimulating en- 
thusiasm for such exercises. The teacher 
not attempting teach creative expression 
for the purpose making future poets. She 
teaching creative verse primarily help 
students cultivate their powers observa- 
tion; become cognizant their feelings, 
their thoughts, and their awareness life; 
and provide them with opportunity 
giving expression their thoughts and emo- 
tions new and fascinating form. 

Children are universally fond poems that 
tell stories. These story poems have added 
appeal for young readers because the swift 
movement verse enhances the dramatic ap- 
peal good story. The concentrated form 
offers maximum excitement minimum 
number words. Historical and biblical epi- 
sodes well children’s classics provide 
excellent ballad material. Moreover, the chil- 
dren’s familiarity with these stories and their 
love them are compelling motives for using 
them the basis for creative verse writing. 
Because the wide appeal the ballad, 
was chosen the verse pattern which the 
students were imitate the venture 
creative writing here described. 

Although there great variety the 
ancient and modern ballads, still the tradi- 
tional ballad stanza has pattern rhythm 
and rhyme which simple and easy catch, 
and which can, therefore, imitated

youthful writers. has been found that stu- 
dents have appreciation structure and 
find pleasure well satisfaction con- 
forming definite patterns and that they 
gradually develop the ability enjoy their 
attempts create. 


The Lesson Plan 
Grade: Eight 

Presupposition: The presupposition was that 
the children had read and studied various 
ballads and that they had had many ballads 
read them; that they had discussed and 
had caught the rhythm the ballad stanza, 
and that they had had some practice sup- 
plying rhyming words well drill match- 
ing meters. 

Aims: (1) arouse interest and ap- 
preciation author’s efforts writing 
verse. (2) teach pupils how give ex- 
pression their thoughts ballad form. 

Procedure: this time the class had 
been interested reading and studying ballads 
written others. The pupils had learned that 
ballads tell story poetic and musical 
way and that the ballad stanza has form all 
its own. Now they were going learn 
write ballad themselves. 

The first step was explain that the bal- 
lad stanza always simple, usually consisting 
four lines. The first and third lines have 
four accents each and the second and fourth 
lines have only three accents. The pattern 
ballad stanza was written the blackboard 
and explained.

Simple instruction like the following made 
clear the rhyme scheme: second and 
fourth lines rhyme. Notice the two b’s indi- 
cating this rhyme. What about the first and 
third lines? They have special rhyme.” 

Next the class read the ballad, “Stormie” 
(Think and book accompany Paths and 
Pathfinders Scott, Foresman 
and Co.]), and supplied rhyming words for the 
last lines. The pupils also discussed the perfect 
meter found most the stanzas. was 
also shown that sometimes the rhythm was 
not smooth; times there seemed too 
many syllables and times too few. But, 
general, the swing the stanzas was easy 
catch the ballad was read aloud. With 

the rhythm ringing their ears, pupils ex- 
perienced some the pleasure that thrilled 
the villagers England and Scotland the 
bards minstrels sang their lays.

The concluding paragraph reads, “It 
our hope that the National Catholic Educa- 
tional Association will yet give special atten- 
tion the education the hard hearing 
child the parochial school.” 

Our announcement now the realization 
this hope may arouse little interest outside 
special education circles. But who have 
for many years taken these little burdened 
people under our wing are happy this 
successful culmination our efforts bring 
this minority group the Catholic educa- 
tional picture subject for discussion. 

The Deaf Education section the N.C.E.A. 
long standing and its membership holds 
brilliant and zealous workers this field. 
These are missionaries and moderators who 
use the language signs, teachers our 
Catholic oral schools for the social 
workers and others devoting their training, 
talents, and love the needs children 
and adults who were born without hearing 
who lost practically all hearing early 
childhood. 

The needs hard hearing children 
parochial schools, distinguished from 
deaf children special classes and residential 
schools, and hard hearing adolescents, 
will henceforth have separate discussion 
the annual meetings this section the 
National Catholic Educational Association. 

was during the 1949 meeting Phila- 
delphia that Father Thomas Cribbin the 
Brooklyn Apostolate for the Deaf and Hard 
Hearing introduced the subject separate 
meetings. the next day’s gathering the 
Deaf Section members the Archbishop 
Ryan Memorial Institute for the Deaf, 
few drew aside talk over details.

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New Standards for 
Lighting 


Illuminating Engineering Society published 
study “Recommended Practice Library 
Lighting” the March, 1950, 
Engineer. 

The study considered both public and insti- 
tutional libraries and took into consideration 
the wide range ages and visual capabilities 
the library visitors and the varieties 
reading matter currently use. 

Recommendations were made use the 
modern lighting methods and techniques avail- 
able libraries now being designed, and sug- 
gestions were made concerning methods 
bringing lighting modern standards 
poorly lighted libraries. 

Present lighting systems many libraries 
are faulty one several the ways listed 
the society report. The total illumination 
level does not measure minimum needs 
for efficient and comfortable reading. Too 
much stress placed table lighting and 
dark furniture and woodwork and cause 
uncomfortable brightness contrasts. Glossy 
topped reading tables and inefficient lighting 
fixtures create glare. Stack lighting often 
inadequate. 


Brightness Contrasts 


Although uniform brightness 
field vision best, that condition not 
practical. Brightnesses can, however, re- 
duced comfortable ratio. The committee 
made the following recommendations re- 
garding brightness ratios: 

Between the central visual field, and the 
immediately surrounding surfaces, such 
between book and the table top with the 
1/3. 

Between the “central visual field” 
(book) and the more remote darker surfaces 
the surrounding visual field, such be- 
tween book and floor ratio about 
1/10. 

Between the central visual field (book) 
and the more remote brighter surfaces, such 
between the book and the ceiling 

Between luminaires, windows, and 
surfaces adjacent them the visual field 

Staying within these maximum ratios 
brightness depends great deal upon the 
surface finishes the library. Their reflectance 
values, together with the lighting, establish the 
brightness pattern. White ceilings and light 
walls tend reduce the ratios between lumi- 
naires and windows and surfaces adjoining 
them. Nonglossy surfaces are recommended 
for ceiling, walls, and table tops. The fol- 
lowing are recommended reflectance values: 
ceiling, per cent; walls, 50-55 per cent;

desk and table tops, 30-35 per cent; furniture, 
30-35 per cent; floors, per cent. 
Library furniture may obtained with 
little reflectance value 24-28 per cent. 
Methods have been developed for the re- 
finishing old furniture cut down reflec- 
tion. Light table-grade linoleum table tops 
may obtained that have per cent 
reflection value. nonglossy lacquer may 
applied bleached and refinished oak table 
tops. Grays tints warm and cool colors 
used walls have low reflectance values. 


Lighting Various Areas 


“American Standard Practice for School 
Lighting,” approved the American Stand- 
ards Association recommends variation 
illumination values throughout the library ac- 
cording the type work being done. 
Difficult seeing tasks such work with fine 
closely set print; illustrations with fine de- 
tails; poor contrast work such newspapers, 
maps, pencil notes, etc.; and long study periods 
necessitate least foot-candles. 

Ordinary seeing tasks such moderate 
print; children’s books; general office, file, and 
mailroom work; cataloguing; book repair and 
book binding; better than average contrast 
work; and intermittent reading 
study; and check-in and check-out desks need 
about foot-candles. 

Casual seeing tasks such 
rooms; stacks closed the public; public 
stairways, and hallways and other service 
areas; auditorium; and book storage rooms 
where the labels need not read need 
foot-candles. 

Windows the library admit light aid 
making the desirable number foot- 
candles. They also allow readers and those 
studying look out and focus their eyes 
distant objects thus relaxing eye muscles tired 
from close work. One thing particular 
should taken into consideration when win- 
dows are being placed the library. The 
seating arrangement should set that 
large areas brightness from the windows 
are not the field view. 


Kinds Artificial Lighting 


Artificial lighting the library poses many 
problems and several decisions must made 
before the initial steps can taken. 

There are two general types light sources 
from which choose, filament and fluorescent 
lamps. Both are being used successfully 
libraries the present time.

Placement Lights 


General reading room illumination one 
the most important points consider, 
high ceiling room, light color sparsely 
decorated can lighted with indirect, 
direct, semi-indirect, large-area, low-bright- 
ness, direct installations such artificial sky- 
lights and indirectly lighted coffers. 

“General diffusing systems using either light 
source, e.g., inclosing globes 
fluorescent tubes, are not suitable for reading 
rooms because the large amount light 
angles near the horizontal becomes source 
direct glare systems providing the levels 
illumination required.” 

High ceiling rooms with heavily decorated, 
beamed, coffered ceilings are often lighted 
with chandeliers which, while keeping with 
the atmosphere the room, fall far short 
providing the necessary light. some cases 
may possible convert these chandeliers 
into direct direct-indirect forms that bring 
the foot-candles light provided the 
necessary level. Those that cannot con- 
verted should removed and replaced with 
adequate facilities. 

Low ceiling library lighting generally 
flush, ceiling mounted, 
suspended units. Suspended luminaires should 
high enough clear stack areas. 

Special care must taken with the lighting 
wall bookshelves and stacks. windowless 
areas the lighting must consistent and 
strong enough reach the bottom shelves. 
the case wall shelves, there are wil- 
dows open the sky, supplementary lighting 
necessary offset the glare.
